stand. 

(c)  The  Grand  Marshal  will  receive  the  salute  of  the  Guard  of 

Honor. 

(d)  The  Police  Commissioner,  including  his  aides,  advancing 

from  his  command  halted  at  East  79th  Street,  will  take 
post  on  the  left  of  the  Grand  Marshal. 

(e)  The  Grand  Marshal,  accompanied  by  the  Police  Commis¬ 

sioner,  will  approach  the  line  of  policemen  to  be  deco¬ 
rated,  formed  opposite  the  centre  of  the  reviewing  stand 
and  on  east  side  of  the  avenue. 

(f)  The  Mayor  will  decorate  the  policemen. 

(g)  During  this  ceremony  the  Band  will  play. 

(h)  After  decorating  the  policemen,  the  Grand  Marshal,  includ¬ 

ing  his  aides  and  staff,  will  join  Governor  Smith,  and  the 
Governor  and  the  Grand  Marshal  will  take  post  at  the 
reviewing  point  in  the  reviewing  stand.

March  Regulations 

Excepting  the  Grand  Marshal,  including  his  aides  and  staff, 
each  unit  and  individual  in  the  march  order  will  march  the  entire 
length  of  the  route  between  terminals.

Dress  for  Men :  Dark  business,  straw  hat,  black  shoes. 

Any  unit  may  adopt  and  wear  a  uniformly  light,  dark  or  mixed 
style  of  dress. 

Dress  for  the  Grand  Marshal,  Aldermen,  Magistrates  and 
heads  of  departments,  including  their  non-uniformed  aides  and 
staff  marching  as  such :  Cutaway  coat,  silk  hat,  dark  tie,  black 
shoes. 


Distinguishing  Marks 

Excepting  the  Police,  Fire  and  Street  Cleaning  Departments, 
brassards  will  be  worn. 

The  Brassard  will  be  worn  on  the  right  upper  arm,  lettering 
to  the  right.  The  left  guide  of  a  unit  will  wear  the  brassard 
on  the  left  upper  arm,  lettering  to  the  left. 

A  carnation  will  be  worn  by  non-uniformed  employees,  on  the 
left  lapel  of  the  coat. 
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Swagger  Sticks 

Swagger  sticks,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Committee,  will  be 
carried  by  women.  The  stick  will  be  carried  horizontally  in 
the  left  hand,  arm  swinging  naturally  at  the  side. 


Flags 

Small  National  or  City  flags  may  be  furnished  and  carried 
by  non-uniformed  employees.

The  Color 

The  color  will  include  National  and  City  colors,  also  depart¬ 
ment  colors,  if  any,  may  be  carried. 

THE  NATIONAL  COLOR  RENDERS  NO  SALUTE. 

City  colors  and  department  colors,  when  carried,  will  render 
a  marching  salute  passing  the  reviewing  officer. 

The  color  is  attached  to,  or  forms  a  part  of,  and  will  follow 
the  color  company,  which  will  be  the  center  or  right  center 
company  of  a  regiment. 

At  the  command  Attention,  given  by  the  leader  of  the  color 
company,  the  Color  will  be  at  the  Carry. 

At  the  Carry  the  heel  of  the  pike  rests  in  the  socket  of  the 
sling ;  the  right  hand  grasps  the  pike  at  the  height  of  the  shoulder. 
The  left  hand  assists  the  right  when  necessary. 

During  rests  the  pike  rests  on  the  ground  near  the  right 
toe,  the  right  hand  holding  the  pike  in  a  vertical  position. 

The  Color  salutes  at  the  second  command  of  the  Marching 
Salute.  Slip  the  right  hand  up  the  pike  to  the  height  of  the 
eye,  then  lower  the  pike  by  straightening  the  arm  to  the  front.  At 
the  third  command,  resume  the  Carry. 


The  Marching  Salute 

A  Marching  Salute  will  be  rendered  to  the  reviewing  officer, 
the  Grand  Marshal,  at  the  reviewing  point. 

No  other  reviewing  parties  will  be  recognized. 

The  salute  will  be  given  6  paces  from  the  reviewing  officer, 
and  will  be  completed  6  paces  beyond  the  reviewing  officer. 
Flags  will  be  placed  on  the  west  side  of  the  avenue  opposite 
the  reviewing  point,  to  mark  the  points  of  beginning  and  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  salute. 

For  Leaders  with  Aides  and  Staff — Each  leader,  including  his 
aides  and  staff,  will  salute  with  the  right  rand  and  look  toward 
the  person  saluted.  Raise  the  right  hand  smartly  till  the  tip 
of  the  forefinger  touches  the  lower  part  of  the  headdress, 
thumb  and  fingers  extended  and  joined,  palm  to  the  left,  fore¬ 
arm  inclined  at  about  45  degrees,  hand  and  wrist  straight.  To 
complete  the  salute,  drop  the  arm  smartly  to  the  side.  In 
dropping  the  hand  smartly  to  the  side,  drop  it  at  once,  all  the  way, 
i.  e.,  do  not  jerk  it  down  a  few  inches  and  then  drop  it  the  rest 
of  the  way.  The  drop  will  be  in  one  motion  from  the  head¬ 
dress  to  the  side. 

The  Aides  or  Aides  and  Staff  of  a  Leader  salute  simultane¬ 
ously  with  the  Leader,  who  salutes  at  the  proper  saluting  dis¬ 
tance. 
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FOR  COMPANY  LEADERS. 


The  leader  commands:  1.  “EYES.”  2.  “RIGHT”  3. 
“FRONT” 

At  the  second  command,  given  as  the  leader  arrives  six  paces 
from  the  reviewing  officer,  all  turn  the  head  to  the  right 
oblique,  eyes  fixed  on  the  reviewing  officer,  or  on  the  line  of 
eyes  of  the  men  in  the  same  rank.

March  Discipline 

Of  roundly  one  hundred  thousand  public  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  invited  by  the  Committee  to  march  in  the  Parade,  but 
one-fourth  may  be  selected,  due  to  the  practicable  length  of 
the  column.  It  is  the  privilege,  therefore,  and  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  those  selected,  to  march  to  reflect  by  their  conduct 
and  bearing  the  high  character  of  the  splendid  body  of  citi¬ 
zens  who  serve  the  people  of  this  City  in  its  offices  and  whose 
achievements  in  the  public  interest  the  Celebration  as  a  whole 
has  been  arranged  to  bring  before  the  people. 

Badges. 

Leaders,  aides  and  members  of  staffs  will  each  wear  a  badge 
showing  the  office  held  under  the  Grand  Marshal.  Badges  will 
be  worn  on  the  left  breast.  They  will  be  furnished  by  the 
Celebration  Committee. 

Aides  to  Chief  of  Staff. 

Police  officers  wearing  a  red  brassard  on  the  left  arm  will  be 
recognized  as  aides  to  the  Chief  of  Staff.

Division  and  section  formations  will  be  nominal  only. 

Officers  and  employees  of  departments,  boards,  bureaus  and 
onices  will  be  formed  in  companies,  battalions,  regiments  and 
groups  of  regiments,  each  under  a  leader.

37.  Leader,  3  paces  in  front  of  center  of  Company.  Guides, 
on  right  and  left  flank.  Distance  between  ranks,  40  inches, 
breast  to  back.

Guides  will  maintain  the  step  distance  and  cover  in  file. 
They  will  regulate  the  march  on  the  guides  of  the  preceding 
unit.  The  right  guide  always  will  cover.  The  left  guide  will 
ease  off,  responding  to  pressure  from  the  right. 

Floats  may  be  paraded  by  departments.  The  position  of  the 
float  or  floats  will  be  near  the  head  of  the  unit  separated  from 
the  preceding  and  following  elements  by  10  paces.
